NEREAS the Honorable the Lieute. 
£ nant Governor in Council has rea. 
gon toapprebend, (hat clandestine attempts 
have of late been made to iatroduce Balinese 
and others on this Ísland far the purpüse of 
being sold as Slaves, and that an erroneous 
Fdea may beentertained, that such persons, hav. 
Jg anece been introduced, may be treated.and 
gonsidered as Nlaves without referedee to the 
date of their being brought to this’ Island; 
which is cantrary to the spirit and ietent of 
We Proctamation under date the Sth Febru: 
ary 18:3, whereby all further traffie in Slaves 
is prohibited, except in as far as tbe rights of 
actual property affected the persons of Slaves 
already in Java, the Lieutenant Goversar in 
Ceuucil does in consequence, and in accord. 
arce with the Acts of the British Liegislature 
ta prevent this disgraceful trafic, hercby re- 
peat and renew the said Proclsmatiun under 
date the &th Febroary 18139, and calls upon 
all the Public Authorities acting under this 
Government to he rizilant and carcful, in 
preventing and in briaging to notice all per. 
Sous-guilty of a breach thereof; and in order
